Tho stalement was recently made 


that a lafKo majority of tho school 
children In Chicago wero 
suffering 


from defective vision, This startlltiB 
ntilioiincemunt has lod to 
lnvofdlgu« 


tlon, not only In Chicago, but In pub- 
llo Hcbools tbroiiEhout the country, 
with results which conllrm the belief 
that. I tin danger Is widespread. 
Pro- 


fessor Wultor D. Scolt contrlhules an 
arllclo to tho Popular Science Month- 
ly, whlciris'woll worlh'reading. ' lie 
says: 


"My i|iiory as to the cause of the 


early dostrucllon of the eyes Is being 
answered |iy my InvestlgutlotiB. 
It 


n«um« to ho simply beciiuso our In- 
fants aro reading moro books than 
formerly, both In .nnd out.of school. 
In Germany tho Instruction 'during tho 
llrst few years of school life Is largely 
oral and nt homo thu children do not 
rend so much us our children. 


"Furthermore, our chlldron uro to- 


day much better taught than throo 
docadi'S ago, nnd they read ifiuch moro 


,,1111111 formerly during tho tender years 
of from R to 0, The pesslmlsllc fore- 
boilings expressed In tbo llrst part of 
this article aro more than Justified by 
tbo (Iguret) Just presented. 


"Tbo t'yos of our Hchool children 


nro being destroyed, nnd worse than 
that, the doHtructlon Is now taking 
place at tbo ago of from 7 to !> years, 
which makes tho mntlor so Borlous 
that wo should bestir ourselves to les- 
son tho ovll IIH far as possible. In the 
palmy dnys of Greece tho Athenian 
boy was not taught to read till he was 
ten years old. Hy our modern Improv- 
ed form of education wo Injuro the 
oyoM of our children BO that one-half 
of thorn hnvo dofoctlvo vision before 
tho ago nt which tbo Greek boy learn- 
ed his alphabet." 


There Is n great deal of truth In 


what tho profoHnor says, and Ignor- 
ance, or lack of Knowledge, Is re- 
sponsible for these conditions.

Then, too, many schoolrooms are 
not woll lighted, and this Is always a 
menace, 


Tho old high school building In tho 


third ward Is an object lesson of this 
hind. 
Homo of these rooms, where 


HO children nro compelled to study, 
nro so dark that they could easily ho 
transformed to developing rooms for 
photographic use, 


Tho plan for Improving this old 


structure provided for nn abundance 
of light, but tho parsimony of the 
common council defeated tbo effort, 
nnd so tho chlldron continue to mif- 
fer, 
The patrons of tbo school would 


bo Justified In taking their children 
out of school for u year, and demand- 
ing that woll-llghlod rooms im pro- 
vldod. 


Tbo question of perfect vision and 


good health. Is moro Important to a 
child than anything else, and tbo solo 
responsibility rests With tho parent, 
and with the public schools, Tbo lat- 
ter Is tbo guardian of the child during 
school hours, and If tho toucher who 
represents the school board and the 
city, In this Important trust, IH to do 
effective work, sho must bo supplied 
with tho necessary equipment.
